I  I  (".ihlinr.s'  ,ii|\ertisiii;;  aK''n''y.  lias 
been  addressing  a  series  of  open  Ut- 
ters to  Mr.  Mackeneie  King  with  spe- 
cial reference  to  the  tariff  question. 
In  one  of  his  latest  letters  he  has 
been  comparing  the  tariffs  of  Canada 
and  the  United  States  with  a  view  to 
determining  the  degree  of  protection 
which  each  affords.  Protection,  he 
shows,  consists  iji  warding  nff  sonu 
thing  you  don't  want  and  the  only 
way  it  is  possible  to  estimate  approxi- 
mately how  much  higher  protection 
is  in  the  United  States  than  in  Can- 
ada is  by  figures  that  reflect  the  c.\ 
tent  to  which  tl^e  respective  tariffs 
succeed  in  keping  dutiable  goods  out. 

In  192J,  as  Mr.  Gibbons  shows,  the 
United  States  with  say  110,000.000 
population  imported  dutiable  goods  to 
the  value  of  $1,636,110,659.  Her  im- 
ports of  those  goods  which  %{ie  wanted 
to  keep  out  were,  therefore,  $16  p<r 
capita  of  the  population.  In  the  sanu- 
year  Canada  with  9,000,000  population 

inipi>rted  dutiable  goods  to  the  value 
of  $5J7^14,S81,  her  import  of  these 
kind  of  goods,  therefore,  being  al- 
most f60  per  capita  of  her  popula- 
tion. These  lifures  shot^  thf t  .  the 
United  States  tariff  is  nearly  four 
times  as  protective  as  the  Canadian 
tariff,  because  per  head  of  the  popu- 
lation it  let  in  only  about  one-fourth 
as  much. 

It  stands  to  reason  that  every  l<nv- 
ering  of  the  tariff  bars  means  an  in- 
crease in  the  amount  of  goods  im- 
ported and  a  consequent  increase  in 
the  amount  of  money  that  leaves  the 
country.  That  means  that  there  is 
lr<s  mmiey  available  for  investmefit. 
less  employment  and  IcSs  money  in 
circulation  at  home.  The  situation 
which  these  three  contingencies 
create  is  just  the  situation  that  has 
developed  under  the  Mackensie  King
